ANSING’S ‘cordial welcome to the members of the Michigan Retail Grocers’ and General Merchants’ 
Association is based upon the pleasure with which the city entertains all guests and the satisfaction 
which the citizens feel in having visitors become acquainted with the sturdy growth and business and 

manufacturing activity of the city; the fine State buildings, the pleasant homes on pleasant well-cared-for streets, 
its big active manufacturing interests which are the result of the efforts of its wise, energetic business men and 
the spirit of harmonious pride in which all citizens work at all times for anything that is for the betterment and 
up-building of the city. Lansing has the best public buildings, the finest churches and the best people on earth. 
The city has doubled in population during the past twenty years. It has increased over 33 per cent. in popula- 
tion during the past four years. Its prosperity does not come as a result of being the Capital City, nor will its 
future importance depend upon that fact. Within the past year five big factories have been established in fhe 
city. State statistics show that there are over 4,300 men employed in the local factories and they are receiving 
an average wage of $1.91 a day. In five years the city’s retail trade has increased over 50 per cent. and over 
500 per cent. in the amount of goods distributed; in fact it has become one of the main distributing centers in 
the state for many lines of goods. Gasoline engines and automobiles are the principal articles of manufacture, 
although a great variety of goods is turned out in the more than one hundred factories of the city. Within the 
last year between 700 and 800 homes have been erected in the city. Not less than five million brick were laid in 
that period. Everyone takes great pride in the state buildings, the fine churches, the public library and city 
hall, the many miles of paved streets and the harmonious interests which all citizens feel in all efforts for the 
city’s welfare. The municipal water and electric light plant is being overhauled and will in a short time be one 
of the modern plants of its kind in the state. Its conduct by a non-partisan board has been of a nature that has 
been very satisfactory to the taxpayers of the eity, as well as the manner in which the efficient police and fire 
departments are conducted by a similarly organized board. Everybody who comes to Lansiug has a good word 
to say for the city, and it is hoped that the visit of the Grocers and Merchants will be so pleasant aud the evi- 
dences of the fact that Lansing is one of the best cities of its size anywhere, so apparent that they will all contin- 
ue the practice of speaking a good word for Lansing and its citizens.
